Tbe load 
is chain lifted by trend wheels sixteen 
feet in diameter.

They Were Often Quadrangular and 


Made of Thin Iron Plates. 


There are several old bells in Scot- 


bind, Ireland and Wall's Tbe oldest are 
often quadrangular, being inndo of 
thin iron plalos which hnvu bfen ham- 
mered and ilveted together. 
At the 


monastery of St. Gall in Switzerland 
the four sided bell of tbe Irish mission- 
ary Rt Gall, who lived In the seventh 
century, is still preserved, but more 
ancient still is the bell of St. Patrick 
in Belfast, which Is ornamented with 
gold and gems and silver filigree work. 


The curfew bell Is that about which 


most hns been written nnd said. 
It 


has been thought that it wns only used 
in England, but It was quite common 
on the continent In the middle ages. 


The ringing of bells by rope is still 


very popular In England, especially in 
Hie country, where almost every 1mm- 
let, however small, has its church with 
Its peal of bells, which nrc often re- 
inulkably well rung.

Pope f'nllxlus III. to King's college, 
Cambridge, and was for 300 years tbe 
largest penl In England.

arching the sky with Its glimmering 
train. 
Each of them holds the same 


secret—how to make light without 
bent. The nmn who gets that secret 
will revolutionize tbe planet 


Tho Inte president of the Royal As- 


tronomical .Society of Great Britain 
referred to the value of the comet's 
secret In his retiring address. 
He 


thought that we do not sufficiently ap- 
preciate the wondrous spectacle of a 
comet's tall. It shows us hundreds of 
billions of cubic miles of space simul- 
taneously 
glowing with luminosity 


whose origin is a mystery. 


It Is n gigantic experiment In a 


branch of physics of which we as yet 
know very little. 
The comet is im- 


mersed In what we may well regard 
as a vacuum; at least It la a far more 
perfect vacuum than we can produce. 
Yet the persistent glow of the comet's 
tall shows that there is no real vacuum 
there, but a vast quantity of extreme- 
ly attenuated matter which no doubt 
is the cause of tbe luminosity. 


We ought, I'rofcssor Newall thinlts, 


to awake to the importance of this 
hint. "Who knows," be says, "wheth- 
er. If we could discover a method of 
disrupt Ing gases nud vapors in ultra 
vacuous npuccs nrtlllclaily maintained 
on earth, we should not have a meth- 
od of artificial illumination as econom- 
ical us that of the glowworm and ns 
brilliant as H needed for our nocturnal 
lifcV" 


Tills thing may really bo within our 


lench, although at the present time 
we cannot even suggest to ourselves 
exactly how It is to be attained. But 
the tendency of recent investigation is 
in that direction. As Sir Jolm Iler- 
scliel said of another discovery which 
was just sit thc'door, ''We can feel It 
trembling along the farreachlng line 
of our nnalj sis." 


There are not a few men, who nre 


regarded by their harder headed scien- 
tific brethren as "dreamers," who pic- 
ture to themselves n fast coming time- 
when we shall not only obtain light at 
as cheap a rate as the firefly has it, 
but Avben we shall have tupped the ex- 
hausllcss stores of. energy that sleep 
nil around us in nature. 


We are like one in a dream sus- 


pended in the midst of n vast work- 
shop crowded with multitudinous ma- 
chines, all whirling and fluttering In 
a storm of energies, but which be can 
neither control nor understand. 
If 


we could see these things they might 
terrify us, as the dreamer Is terrified 
by the whirring belts and spinning 
wheels of bis vision, seeming to grasp 
at his life. 


If tbe scientific investigator needs 


to establish n ralson d'etre In the eyes 
of the public, which cannot follow 
either his processes or his results, be 
hns only to point to the fact that the 
greatest practical discoveries of mod- 
ern times have come out of the labora- 
tories from things as Incomprehensible 
to the unltlatctl as so much mnglc. It 
is a well known fact that the growing 
might of Germany springs from her 
devotion to "pure research." 


Referring again to the pregnant hiut 


of tbe comet, Professor Newall is 
clearly right 1n saying, "Here Is n 
theme (lint should stir up the most 
commercial mind In the support of as- 
tronomy."—Garret t T. Serviss in New 
York American.

With Q planet so old ns Mars and so

The engi-

poles, store the waters and build the 
thousands of miles of huge canals 
would require scientific knowledge be- 
yond that possessed by us at the pres- 
ent lime ami flnanclnl resource in ex- 
cess of those we luive yet accumulat- 
ed. The nation that flnd^the digging 
of a little ditch at 1'amtmjf so great a 
task would be helpless iu the face of 
such a problem as these thousands of 
miles of Martian canals, if, Indeed, ca- 
nals they be. 
Yet, In view of the 


greater life age of Mars, such higher 
Intelligence would be natural In the 
regular pr< -ess of development, as- 
suming thai It has ever been the abode 
of Intellectual life. 


Scientists are In the main in a re- 


ceptive state on this subject. 
They 


are not ready to admit that t1"1 exist- 
ence of life on that plane! 
iS been 


proved. They do not deny it, but call 
for greater proof than a plausible the- 
ory. 
Among others than scientists 


there Is In the main a disposition not 
to accept the Martian huninu life 
theory or the theory of life on any of 
the thousands of spheres that wheel 
nnd glisten in Illimitable space. They 
seem to think that fluou a theory con- 
flicts with religion and dwarfs man 
and his importance in the scheme of 
creation. 


This seems to be a very narrow view 


to take, since It appears to set bounds 
upon the infinite power and creative 
desires of the Almighty, whose great 
scheme of mortal and immortal life is 
not necessarily contined to a single 
planet or the few billions of human 
beings who are born and die upon it. 
As to dwarfing Hie Importance of man, 
a few billions more added to the bil- 
lions on earth would make HUle fllffer- 
cnre. Man is Jit best a small tincl in- 
significant creature, but If all embrac- 
ing wisdom, power nnd love takes so- 
lioltous note of him It would be limit- 
Ing those infinite rjmilties to say that 
one planet must bo Ills abiding pliice. 
Therefore the question of human In- 
telligence on Mnrs or any other planet 
of the solar system or the other great 
systems in remote space should be 
purely and simply a scientific one, to 
be accepted as true only when proved, 
but not to be rejected through senti- 
incut or for any other reason whatever 
except lack of proof.—St. Louis Star.

Picture Made by a Cuve Man Millions 


of Years Ago. 


Long ago, so long that even n scien- 


tist would hardly dare venture n guess 
ns to tbe date, a man clad with only 
n villfl beast's skin about his loins was 
sitting at the mouth of n cave In one 
of the rocky highlands iu what is now 
southern Frnuce. He wns scratching 
with a sharp flint on tho fragments 
of an Ivory tusk, perhaps picturing for 
some youthful admirers adventures 
through which he hnd passed or ani- 
mals he hnd slain. That Ivory chip 
was stored nwny as n treasure, to uo 
lost and forgotten after the cave man's 
death. One day n man named Lartet, 
digging iu tho cavern floor, found it. 
On It wns scratched a very fair rep- 
resentation of the hairy elephant, 
probably at once the oldest pictvi1 
nnd the oldest human record in ex- 
istence. 


We know the cave man "was a faith- 


ful workman, for the melting ice fields 
of Siberia hnvo yielded a perfect speci- 
men of this extinct mammal, nnd the 
paleolithic picture is a true copy. Not
